I courted investigation. I have been 
willing that this charge should be 
thoroughly re-examined, although, as 
I said, it was thoroughly investigated 
by the Committee on Elections of the 
Forty-fourth Congress, who unani- 
mously reported that I was a citizen 
of the United States. Since this 
session began a distinguished Re- 
publican member of the Committee 
on Elections, well known, if not per- 
sonally at least by reputation, to every 
member of this House, Hon. Martin 
L Townsend, told me—and I will be 
1 for mentioning his name, 

use I have no doubt he would

Mr. Speaker, it is now clear that 
if I had had my rights I should have 
come here with a certificate from the 
Territory of Utah under the seal of 
the Territory, signed by the Governor 
and countersigned by the Secretary of 
the Territory. That would have been 
my ition if I had not been de- 
frauded of my rights. I say de- 
frauded”—it is not too strong a term. 
I was defrauded of my rights, and 
thus prevented from taking my seat 
on this floor, and the coun has 
been inundated with falsehood since 
the election eighteen months ago, to 
make the public believe that I was 
not eligible to a seat. I have been 
held in that position until within a 
few. weeks, a law of Congress has 
been passed which now disqualifies 
me in the opinion of many gentlemen 
on the other side who previous 
favored my case, and said that 
could not be kept out of my seat on 
account of any alleged disqualification 
arising out of my marital relations. 
I have been held in this position, 
bound hand and foot, until the pas- 
sage of this act; and now it is pro- 
posed to make this law tive 
roe i me to expel me lite from 
the House, not by a two-thirda vote, 
but by a majority vote.

dened with the news of the ar- 
rival of missionaries from Utah ; 
and, after the conference, Brother 
Keeler and I repaired to Lahaina to 
meet them.

oodbury ; the two former 


had their wives with them; the latter, 
for want of means, had left his wife 
in California, and she came down 
shortly afterwards. Brother Lewis 
had been appointed by Elder Parley 
P. Pratt to preside over the islands. 

I had become so accustomed to 
talking in the Sandwich Island lan- 
guage that it was hard for me to speak 
in my mother tongue. I well remem- 
ber how difficult it was for me to pray 
in English, when called upon to do so, 
in the fumily circle, the evening after 


I got to Lahaina. I had been so 
anxious to learn the lan that I 
would not read any book in English 
— at the Book of Mormon and 
the ine and Covenants, and had 
even trained myself to think in that 
anguage. I did this so that I might 
be thoroughly familiar with it, for I 
was anxious to preach in 
exceeding plainess unto the , 
Of course, it required an effort on my 
part to thus train myself; but I was 
paid for it all, in the fluency with 
which I used the lan I was 


able to speak and write it with greater 


ease and correctness than my mother 


the adversary was not idle at 
Keanae. We had been very success- 
ful in baptizing the people. The 
Spirit had heen poured out, and much 
good had been accomplished ; but, no 
svoner had we gone to Lahiana, to 
meet the newly arrived Elders, than 


spending a few in aina, 
—. to Kula and! remained a short

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time there. I felt impressed to go 
froin there to Keanae, Some of the 
native brethren wished me to stop till 
the end ofthe week, and they would 
accumpany me; but I could not stop, 
I felt that I was needed for some 
cause at Keanae. My impressions 
were correct. The people of Keanae 
were in t trouble. They had been 
assailed by enemies from every side, 
and those who were weuk in the faith 
were in perplexity. Some had turned 
away, not being able to withstand the 
pressure. The Presbyterian mission- 
ary of that district had been there, 
and had done all in his power to 
blacken our characters, to deride our 
doctrines and to persuade the people 
to forsake the Church. Two French- 
men, Catholic r had also been 
there, and they had done all in their 
power to frighten the people from the 
truth. Another Presbyterian mission - 
ary had sent one of his native preach- 
ers there for the same purpose. It 
seemed us if the devil had set all his 
agencies into operation to destroy the 
work of Gud, and they told the 
lies that could be brought to bear 
against us. The French priest had 
said that we ought to be driven out of 
the place and off the island, and had 
circulated many false reports about 
us. The Presbyterian missionary had 
visited the houses of the people, aud 
had brought all his influeuce to bear 
upon them. Brother Keeler had been 

ere of the time; but his want 
of the language troubled him greatly, 
as he had not acquired it sufficiently 
at the time to enable him to counteract 
these lies or tu make full explanations 
concerning them. I learned that many 
of the Saiuts were doubting, and they 
had been praying to the Lord fur me 
to return, This was the cause of my 
anxiety to get back. The Lord hears 
the prayers of those pray to him in 
faith, and hundreds of instances like 
this have occurred within my know- 


ge. 

It is frequently the case that when 
Elders have been successful iu bap- 
tizing the ple, the devil exerts 
bimself with increased power an 
cunning among them to destroy then. 
There are but few who have joined 
the Church who have escaped tempta-

tions of this character; and no mun 
knows the power of the devil as those 
do who have embruced the truth. It 
seems chat those who are ignorant of 
the Guspel and yo power of God, 
never experience the o ite power 
like those who have of 
the Lord, Still they should not yield 
to his temptations, nor be entrapped 
by his snares. 

The people who had been baptized 
at Keanae had known but little about 
the two influences of which we 42 
but no sooner had they joined the 
Church, than they were assailed and 
tempted in a way that they never had 
been — As a consequence 
of this, some fell away from the truth; 
but others became strunger in the 
—— sv long as I remained on the 
islan 

We had many excellent times at 
Keauae. While I was there at the 
time of which I write, I went with 
the natives, men and women, to a 
ereek about two miles distant, where 
fish were very plentiful. The fishers 
gathered a quantity of plants, a shrub 
which is called by them auhuhu, and 
the creek. e men and women sur- 
rounded these piles, each of them 
having a stick about five or six feet 
long, Atagiven signal from one of 
tue purty, they commenced thrashing 
the brush. They were very dextrous. 
in the use of this flail, turning the 
piles over and over and poun 
them woll, and never hitting 
other. The pounding of the bush had 
the effect w stain the water all 
around, and to kill the fish, which 
soon floated on the surface in great 
numbers. 

Fish so caught are excellent eati 
This shrub, though it kills the fish, is 
not injurious to man. It was one of 
the liveliest sights wnat I had ever 
seen, and was very picturesque. The 
women were udurned with g 
of ,reen leaves, and had flowers en- 
twi..ed in their nair and around their 
bodies. Many of 
stripped to the waist and also

d | garlands entwined arvuud them. The

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IS SINCERITY ALWAYS RIGHT? 

—0— 

Iy propounding this query, it is not our intention to ask whether it is always 
Tight to be sincere, but whether sincerity of itself should be accepted as an 
inevitable indication of right. There are thousands of people in this world 
who, without stopping to think twice, would answer this question in the 
affirmative. In such minds the sincerity of a belief is a self-evident proof of 
its correctness, and the possession of a good conscience in the pursuit and 
prosecution of any purpose an ample justification for every ensuing conse- 
qtrence. It is true they are but a thoughtless portion of humanity who are 
tlie victims of this delusion, and that an ordinarily intelligent mind need not 
glance twice at the proposition in order to discover its fallacy ; but that 
the thoughtless among mankind have ever been and are still in the vast 
majority, and that many who are more capable of reflection are equally as 
careless about exercising their abilities, is likewise true. 

With regard to the ordinary affairs of life, there is less danger of imbibing 
this false and delusive notion. A sincere belief that the moon is made of 
gieen cheese would never establish the correctness of that theory. A cong 
fiding trust that onion seed if planted will produce gunpowder, as early 
American traders told the too credulous savages while cheating them out of 
their hunting grounds, would be utterly futile in the accomplishment of such 
a miracle. Faith, in order to be effective, must be based upon correct and 
natural principles, and all the belief in the world could not controvert a fact 
or accomplish an impossibility. It is an easy matter to concede this with 

respect to the common things of this existence, but when it comes to the 
consideration of matters of religion, subjects of unusual depth and solemnity, 
mankind are tob apt to insist, without any reference to reason or philosophy, 

upon the correctness of whatever they believe, and the justification by con- 
science of every sin and folly they are thereby persuaded to perpetrate. 

Now we are prepared to take the position, for we consider it to be invulner- 
able, that religious questions are just as amenable to reason, and as far as 
possible ought to be subjected to the searching scrutiny of logic, as any other 
matters with which we have tu do; and that a manifest absurdity in reli- 
gion, such us a God “ without body parts or passions,“ a heaven beyond the 
bounds of time and space,” or the creation of a substantial world out of 
nothing, should be reasoned upon and rejected just as quickly as any other ap- 
parent error, unsanctified by clerical.edict or the antiquity of false tradition. 
Nevertheless we would not consider that any person had the right, even if he 
had the power and inclination, to persecute aud oppress those who desired to 
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put faith in such absurdities, and no matter how sincere he might be in the 
belief that they ought to be put to death for entertuining such illogical ideas, 
and no matter how good his intention might be in desiring to exterminate 
them for disagreeing with his notions ot philosophy, we would still deuy him 
the moral right to put his belief and intention into practice. Hell is paved 
with good intentions” of this character, and many of those who now walk 
that pavement assisted in constructing it while on earth, by following up too 
dosely what they were pleased to term the sincere convictions of their con- 
sciences. It was “a good intention” that crucified Christ. It was a sincere 
religious conviction that persecuted and murdered his Apostles and disciples; 
aud subsequently deluged the earth with blood and illumined it with the 
Jerid fires of the Auto da Ve. The Apostle Paul, who prior to his conversion, 

.donsented to the cruel martyrdom of Stephen, and “ made havoc” of the ancient 
‘Chuteh of Christ, claimed to have “lived in all good conscience before God” 
while so engaged, and in his defense before King Agrippa, said: “I verily 
‘thought with myself that I ought to do many things contrary to the name of 
Jesus of Nazareth; which things 1 also did in Jerusalem.” And so we might 
0 on filling volumes with such instances, showing how liable men are, espe- 
Gally if they are religiously inclined, to imagine sincerity of belief to be an 
infallible evidence of truth, and the end they have in view an invariable 
_jostification for the means employed in its accomplishment. 

Jesus himself, before leaving the earth, told his disciples what they might 
expect from this lamentable characteristic of human nature: “The time 
‘cometh that whosoever killeth you, will think that he doeth God service.” 
How literally his words were fulfilled, the history of the past abundantly 
testifies. The experience, past, present, and prospective, of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, is only another evidence. There are thou- 
sands of Christians“ who are perfectly sincere in the belief that Mor- 
monism” is as wicked and corrupt as it is represented to be, and whose con- 
sciences justify them in the opinion that it would be a God-send if the Saints 
were exterminated with fire and sword from the face of the earth. Think of 
it. The professed followers of the meek and merciful Jesus of Nazareth— 
many of them claiming to be ministers of his Gospel—advocating swords and 
bayonets and cannon as a means of saving the souls, by simultaneously des- 
troying the bodies, of the wicked, wicked Mormons ;” and imagining in 
their blindness, like the ancients who wanted to call down fire from heaven” 
to slay their fellow-creatures, that it would be subserving the cause of Christ 
0 destroy the lives of those whom with the rest of mankind, he came to 
redeem and deliver. Verily they know not what spirit they are of. The Son 
of God came to save life, not to destroy it, and ¢1] who are of his spirit will 
feel likewise. Those who are contrarily disposed are of the spirit of their 
master, the devil, who was a murderer from the beginning. 

In that great and terrible day when the wicked world will be tried for 
tranagression, when all men will be judged by the light that is within them, 
#nd rewarded or punished for the deeds done in the body, it will be seen to 
what extent “a good intention,” which has murder and oppression fur its 
odjects, will be jastified at the bar of the Omnipotent Jehovah. In that hour 
of eternal justice when all men will be confronted by “ the law and the testi- 
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mony” and their good and evil actions squared by the measure of instruction. 
they severally received, where will the Christian“ appear, who with the 
written law of God in his hands, straightway violated every precept and com- 
mandment contained therein; who having perused and preached the Divine 
injunctions : “ Love your enemies,” “ Thon shalt not kill,” “A murderer hath, 
not eternal life abiding within him,” took savage delight in shedding the blood, 
burning the dwellings, and in the driving from city to city of his fellow creatures 
whosought toexereise the God-given privilege of believing contrary to his peculiar — 
creed, and of worshipping the Almighty agreeable to the dictates of their own 
consciences? Will his specious pleadings of sincerity in his own belief ex- 
onerate him for persecuting and destroying those who were equally sincere in 
theirs? Will the “good conscience” which prompted him to violate the 
teachings of his Lurd and Master shield him from the retribution that must 
come upon all who sin against light and knowledge? NO! He will stand 
condemned before high heaven; the gates of hell will fly open to receive him, 
from whence he will never again come forth till he hath paid to the utter- 
most farthing the terrible debt he so recklessly incurred. In that solemn day 
of Veugeance many will come pleading us an excuse for their iniquitous deeds 
the sincerity which actuated their perfurmance, but as they begin their 
pitiable plea: “ Lord, Lord ; have we not prophesied in thy name, have we 
not cast out devils in thy name, have we not persecuted and pillaged 
and killed and tortured in thy name, and in thy name done many other 
wonderful works 1 —then will the thunders of His wrath burst forth, then 
will His eyes blaze with righteous indignation, then will His voice like a 
two-edged sword, piercing them through and through, pronounce their 
awful doom: “DgpaRT FROM ME, YE CURSED! I NEVER KNEW YOU, 
DEPART YE INTO EVERLASTING FIRE, PREPARD FOR THE DEVIL AND HIS 
ANGELS |”

Most of the 
trees are in bloom and full of promise ; we had nearly four inches of rain in 
April, so that the possibility of a drought is passed. Material prosperity has 
received a check from the Washington foolishness, but our passive resist- 
ance has disappointed our enemies. Haskell, of Kansas, said to Brother 
George Q.: “If your folks would only fight, we could settle the Mormon 
question soon.” I think we shall be a good deal like the weather tu those 
fellows ; they will never know how it is going to come out. The people 
feel all right. The tithing office is filled with goods The outsiders 
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complain of failing business, while the Co-op pays a bigger dividend than 
ever. From these signs, you can guess that we are not retrogading. Kind 
regards to all in the Office.
